Improvements—A Delightful 
Resort For All 
Grant’s park is a marvel of the ec 
expenditure of a little money. The natural 
advyanteges of the land for conver- 
sion into pleasure grounds are 
good, but when one rides through 
the park and takes in all its beauty it is al- 
most impossible to believe its statistical histo- 
ry. Not erough money hes been spent on it to 
prepare one-tenth of its rozdway according t 
the etyle of the best park drives in ti 
great city, and yet here 
e beautiful woodland retrea' of one hundred 
gcres which presente a well ordered, inviting 
and even artistic appearance.
